Anti-withdrawal hunger 


strike concludes

A group of intellectuals led by 
author Moshe Shamir ended their 
week-long hunger strike against any 
withdrawal on the Golan Heights 
yesterday. The group of 26 profes- 
sors and writers had ‘been en- 
camped in front of the Prime Min- 
itser’s residence in Rehavia, but 
late on Saturday night the police 
removed them, because their pre- 
sence constituted a traffic hazard. 

Prevented ‘from holding a planned 
press conference at the strike site. 
the group met the press yesterday 
morning in the nearby offices of 
the Bible Research Society. Moshe 
Shamir said that the group had 
collected more than 10,000 signa- 
tures on 8 declaration of solidarity. 

Shamir said that “our protest 
acttvity will not end with the ter- 
mination of the strike.” He said 
that a turning point came when the 


demonstration was joined by settlers 
from the Golan Beights, the Jordan 
Valley, Kiryat Arba, the Etzioz 
Bloc and from Siryat Shmona, 
These strikers — many with their 
families and young children — have 
now moved to a site opposite the 
Prime Minister's Office in Hakirya: 

Signs displayed by the demon- 
strators include legends such as: 
“Today Hermon — tomorrow Heb- 
ron,” or “Keep Kuneltra — give 
‘pack Kissinger.”

Goldmann: ‘Don’t bicker 


over a settlement or two’

TEL AVIV. — Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, President of the World Jewish 
Congress, yesterday urged the Gov- 
ernment to “stop bickering over a 
settlement or two" and reach an 
accord with the 5S; tS) 
to newsmen here, he said he shared 
the view expressed by some ob- 
servers that “in four or five years 
the Arabs will be so strong they 
will mot stoop to negotiations.” 

Buteven if a settlement is reached 
Dr. Goldmann added, “nobody could 
guarantee it will last.” 


Dr. Goldman also hoped the de- 
tente between the U.S. and Russia 
‘would continue. “Without detente, 
war is inevitable — and it will be 
terrible. Do not expect America to 
intervene on Israel’s behalf,” he 
said. 


These political views were sound- 
ed after Dr. Goldmann expounded 
his case for holding the forthcom- 
ing World Jewish Congress Assem- 
bly in Washington rather than in 
Jerusalem. The assembly, in which 
600 Jewish leaders from 62 coun- 
tries are to take part, was 
to be held this month in The Hague. 
It was cancelled when the Dutch 
authorities refused to guarantee the 
participants’ security. 

Dr. Goldmann bellaves that holding 
the convention in Washington at 
the end of December, soon after 
the Congressional elections and be- 
fore the House convenes in January, 
would make an impact on American 
and world public opinion. Moreover, 
the delegates could easily be ac- 
commodated there in one large hotel, 
which would simplify the security 
problem.

BONN [UPI). — The second-in- 
command of Willy Brandt's Social 
Democrats put pressure on his chief 
to resign as Chancellor because he 
feared that the parliamentary op- 
position would make political capi- 
tal out of his aHeged love affairs, 
the West German Magazine “Stern” 
said yesterday. 

The aide, Herbert Wehner, describ- 
ed the report as “pure invention” 
designed to spread confusion in 
Social Democratic Party ranks with 
the help of inventions and lies ‘be- 
fore the elections of the President 
and the new Chancellor this week. 


Wehner said he..would demand 
that “Stern” pundg#*"his account 
and also threatened to bring a suit 
against the magazine. 

“Stern,” an independent magazine 
which has consistently supported 
Brandt's 


tioning of the East German spy 
Guenther Guillaume. “Stern” al- 
leged that testimony from security 
officers detailed as Brandt's ‘body- 
guards and contained in the dos- 
sierg sald that Guillaume frequently 
procured girls for Brandt during 
official trips. 

The e said that Wehner 
warned Brandt that ‘because of con- 
tacts ‘between various intelligence 
organisations and the Christian 
Democratic Opposition, reports on 
the alleged love affairs would soon 
leak out. 

Brandt resigned two days after 
the reported nigel with his lieu- 
tenant, accep “political and -per- 
sonal responsibility” for tho negli- 
gence - that allowed Gufllaume to 
rise from obscurity to be one of his 
personal aides. 

The former Chancellor returned 
to the capital yesterday after a 
one-day visit to West Berlin, where 
he attended ceremonies marking the 
25th anniversary of the end of the 
Soviet blockade of Berlin. 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Iraq said yes- 
terday government troops were ‘bat- 
tling ‘Kurds in Northern Iraq, the 
first direct admission of the Kurd- 
ish rebellion since fighting began. 

The rebellion ‘began on March 11 
when Kurdish leader Mullah Mus- 
tafa Barazani rejected the govern- 
ment’s plans for autonomy for 
Kurdistan. Since then, the govern- 
ment imposed a news blackout on 
the whole subject, and all reports of 
fighting came from -Basrazani’s 
mountain stronghold and Kurdish 
sources. 

‘But Iraqi President Ahmed Has- 
san al Bakr sent a “letter of 
thanks” to political parties and or-'_ 
ganizations who ‘supported his stand’ 
on Kurdistan autonomy. The letter 
said that “heroic armed forces and 
border guards are today engaging 
the hireling clique (of Barazani) 
and them a hard lesson — 
safeguarding the soil of the home- 
land as well as its honour and 
future in the most lofty method 
of sacrifice." ‘ 


RIFLE SHOT FIRED AT 
MITTERRAND’S SON 


PARIS (UPI). — Unknown persons 
fired a rifle shot at the motorcade 
carrying the son of French left- 
wing presidential candidate Francois 
Mitterrand, while he toured the In- 
dian Ocean island of La Reunion 
to canvass votes for his father, 
police authorities said yesterday. 

The shotgun blast was fired when 
the cars were stopped by stones 
piled up on a country road. It hit 
the front.car driven by Mitterrand's 
Yeading’ supporter ‘on the remote 
island, Paul Verges, the La Reunion 
Communist Party ieader. No one 
was hurt, police said. 


The incident invoiving Mitter- 
rand's 25-year-old son, Christian, was 
the most serious on record in the 
French campaign. It became kmown 
while the 57-year-old Communist- 
supported Socialist Party first sec- 


retary and his Conservative adver- 
Sary, 48-year-old Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing, skipped 
weekend rest and toured provincial 
towns before the May 19 run-off 
election, expected to be the closest 
in French presidential history.

When Prof. Ilya Alexandrovitch Khaliavitz,

Mr. Stanislav: Yusopovitch Rostotchky, the 
Soviet cinema director and Lenin Prize winner, 
helped to dispel the-nervous tension somewhct 
by remarking amid laughter: “You see, already 
the Soviet Union trains academicians for Is- 
rael!” Prof. Moishezon commented with a half- 
smile: “Fine, but let it be done without gov- 
ernmental obstructi

Mr, Anatoly Vassilevitch Smirnov, of the 
Soviet League for Cultural Relations with 
Foreign Countries, delivered this statement: 
“The position of the Soviet government re- 
mains unchanged since 1947 when we recog- 
nized the historical rights of the people of 
Israel] and of the Palestinians and when, as 
you may remember, the British adopted a very 
different line. Our government and people, as 
Mr. Gromyko lately declared, harbour no iil 
feeling for the State of Israel, although we 
do not agree with your policy. You are a 
Clever people, and it baffles me that you do 
mot choose to base your policy on realities: 
Diplomatic ties will be restored and friendly 
relations in every way will develop between 
the Soviet Union and Israel as soon as the 
obstacles which led to the break between our

‘Mr. Smirnov did not elaborate on the “‘ob- 
stacles," but denied that the Soviets were 
“Indifferent to the security of Israel," as 
charged by Dr. Oded Eran, a Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity lecturer on Soviet history. 


‘Right to exist’ 


“The State of Israel's right to exist τς 


reaffirmed in Moscow by the Secretary-General 
of the World Peace Movement when the fight- 
ing broke out here last October,” said Mr. 
Smirmov. “Far from being unconcerned about 
the security of Israel, the Soviet Union is 
prepared to safeguard it by guaranteeing your 
borders. We are ready to do this jointly with 
other Powers and in the framework of the 
UN, backed by UN Emergency Forces. 
“With the new technological revolution," Mr. 
Smirnov went on, “security is no longer assur- 
ed by the location of a border a few kilo- 
metres up or down. You will have secure 
borders when they are accepted ali round. 
Now for the first time, perhaps the only time. 
a chance of true peace has presented itself 
through the Geneva Conference. There is a 
real opportunity for you to solve your prob- 
lems with Syria, Egypt and Jordan. To be 
enduring, the peace must be just and complete, 
not partial No single outstanding difference 
should be left to fester and create rancour. 
Russia is willing to provide all the guarantees 
for such a peace settlement. While appreciating 
the Palestinian problem, the Soviet Union is 
opposed to terror and rejects the position of 
the extremist Palestinians. On historical

Dr, Eran decried as “erroneous” the Marxist-

Mr. Rostotchky answered: “It comes from 
Zion, Zionism is a complex problem. Complex 
problems should be tackled slowly, not in a 
hurry. Baste brings wars, which serve no pur- 
pose. There was the Korean war, the Vietnam | 
war, which solved nothing.” 

Prof. Khaliavitz said: “At no time have we 
equated Zionism with Fascism. There is no 
reason why there should not be a reconcilia- 
thon between Israels and Arabs, as there has 
been since World War II hetween Russians 
and Germans, not only East Germans but also 
West Germans." 

Unique dispute 

When Mr. Ben-Zvi pointed out that the 
Arab-Israel dispute was unique in that the 
Oft-declared intention of the Arabs was to 
destroy Israel, Prof. Khaliavitz conceded: 
“There is no exact parallel to your situation.” 

Prof. Moshe Lazar, Dean of the Tel Aviv 
University Faculty of Arts, observed: “You 
should know that we Israelis are mot α priori 
anti-Russian or pro-American, but stand for 
our own independence.” 

As the unusual Soviet-Israel confrontation 
drew to a close, Mr. Rostotchky said: ‘Is this 
reality or a dream? Here we are talking 
together, each finding out what the other 
thinks, and that is how it should be. This 
meeting will help certain people who seek 
security both for the Soviet Union and for 
this area.” Without identifying the “certain 
people,” he added: “I reckon that most people 
want to see normal relations between our two 
countries, with a two-way flow of information, 
culture, science and commerce. People must 
live and let live. We can help to achieve this.” 

Before taking their leave, the Russians pres- 
ented Mr. Ben-Zvi with a handsomely produced 
book, “Science in the USSR,” published by the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences.

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The ‘up-dating’ of 
Willy Brandt

BONN, — West Germany's designat- 
ed Chancellor, Helmut Schmidt, has 
Moved swiftly In the past few days 
to set up a new, reduced cabinet 
expected to continue along the broad 
lines of previous foreign and do- 

mestic policy. 

His Left-Liberal coalition is sche- 
duled to elect him formally to the 
top government post next Thursday, 
and his statement of policy to Par- 
liament the nextday will be large- 
ly an “up-dating” of the programme 
of his predecessor Willy Brandt. 

Mr, ἢ t's recent pronounce- 
ments indicate his most immediate 
concern is to give the new govern- 
ment the image of a vigorous team 
ready to come to grips with such 
overriding domestic problems as in- 
flation. 

A tough-talking conservative with- 
in his own Social Democratic Party, 
Mr. Schmidt also wants to estab- 
lish authority over the party’s re- 
bellious Marxist youth faction, in 
an effort to calm voters’ fears that 
the SPD is drifting too far to the 
left. 

Mr. Schmidt has talked Uttle of 
his foreign policy ideas a> far, and 
these appear to be secondary in his 
mind at the moment to domestic 
considerations. 

One reason for this ig the scarce- 
ly veiled tension within his coali- 
fion of Socialists and Free Demo- 
crats, deriving from the still unfold- 
ing spy scandal which caused for- 
mer Chancellor Willy Brandt to 
resign last week.
